the health aud comfort of the scholars | 
and teacher, they coutemplate a consi 
derable addition to the accomodation. 
The necessity of this measure being self- 
evident, it cannot be too soon carried 
out. 

The proceedings in the school were 
begun with the youngest or alphabet 
class and continued up through the other 
grades te the senior division, which was 
exercised in grammar, history, geogra. 
phy, arithmetic and other branches. It 
has been truly enough said ‘ there is 
no royal road to learning,” but there are 
doubtless some roads more direct ani 
some more interestipg aud enticing than 
others. Mr. Gerrond’s system is in some 
degree pecuiiar to himself, and it seeimns 
to us the methods he adopts are emi- 
nently calculated to attain the end in 
view, namely, the sound education of the 
whole class, while they are by no means 
repressive of the praiseworthy aspirations 
of individual ability. 

The class as a whole made a gratifying 
appearance in each department. There 
was much intelligent knowledge display- 
ed, indicating careful grounding ia the 
various subjects, as was very clearly 
shown in the course of the cross-examina- 
tion of each other, which the pupils 
conducted on the lessons of the day. 
There was avery excellent display of 
penmanship, aud the commitee of ladies 
who adjudicated on the girls specimens 
had no little difficulty in deciding the 
awards, The boysaleo showed to advan. 
tage in this department. The proceed- 
ings were agreeably diversitied by some 
recitations and singing, which were 
rendered with taste and precision, and 
we were pleased to note that all the 
selections were solid pieces of acknow- 
ledged merit that had stood the test of 
years.
